Overloaded sewer=. which are caus-

been flooded three 


times since January. He said that 
others have experienced the 
same 


trouble to a .greater Or less extent, 
mentioning Alex Renfrew, who was 
also present at the council meeting. 
H. S. Rinehart, Mrs. Foster and Geo. 
M. Gray. Mr. Baughman stated that 
at times after heavy rains the water 
squirted out of the manholes in gey- 
' ser fashion. He said he had been re- 


liably informed that one cause of the 
trouble was the attachmg_of a 10-inch 
sewer, bnilt by Snyder fc'Senft in the 
Henderson addition, to the eight-inch 
sewer on Cambridge-st. 
He said he 


had been told that the joints were 
not properly concreted and 
surface 


, water -was permitted to get into what 


-was intended to be a sanitary sewer 
and not a storm sewer. He declared 
that the residents of that 
vicinity 


must have some relief from the men- 
ace to the health conditions. 


More Trouble Predicted 


J. A. Aronhalt. sewer inspector, ex- 


plained ttie sewer conditions of that 
section of the city in detail and cor- 
roborated what Mr. Baughman
